moment of intervention was holding 
down the well-nigh insensib le prince, 
while Jean, according to ey e-witnesses, 
was administering to him a severe 
kicking. 
When the police arrived the b u tcher 
was holding the two principals in the 
fight, who were covered with mu d. 
The prince was b leeding profu sely 
from a wou nd in the right temple, 
where he had b een hit b y Cou nt Boni’s 
heavy stick. With the b u tcher’s hand 
on^his collar, Boni was harangu ing a 
“Crowd which had gathered, as to why 
he had spat in the prince’s face. The 
police invited the two men to go to the 
station hou se, and this, after some dis­ 
pu ting, they agreed to do., All three 
of them, b espattered with mu d, ac­ 
companied the police and, followed b y 
several thou sand persons, they march­ 
ed off to the station, wfliere they made 
"explanations." 
Both Cou nt Boni and the prince 
gave their own version of the affair, 
£ ach claiming that the other was the 
aggressor, b u t the prince alone lodged 
a complaint, charging the b rothers 
with assau lt. A "process verb al” hav­ 
ing b een written ou t, according to the 
French law, the three men signed it 
and then were released. The case will 
now go b efore the prosecu tor, who will 
decide what, if any , steps will b e 
taken. 
In view of the fact that Prince Helie 
has elected to pu fsu e the matter in 
the cou rts, the idea of a du el seems to 
b e preclu ded. Besides, Cou nt Boni de­ 
clared that it is dou b tfu l whether he 
wou ld receive the witnesses of the 
prince, even if the latter cou ld find 
any one to act in that capacity . Prince 
Helie is laid u p in b ed with his head 
swathed in b andages, while Cou nt 
Boni is visiting the newspaper offices, 
telling the story of the encou nter. 
When seen b y the Associated Press 
correspondent he was in high hu mor. 
Throwing b ack the lapels of his fu r 
coat in order to b etter display one of 
his famou s white silk waistcoats, he 
b egan the recital with the history of 
b is cou sin, whom he painted in the 
b lackest colors, declaring that Prince 
Helie had b een ostracized b y his own 
family , not one of whom wou ld permit 
him to enter the hou se. 
Cou nt Boni 
then proceeded to explain the episode 
and declared that it had nothing to do 
with Mme. Anna Gou ld, b u t was the re­ 
su lt of an old gru dge b etween him and 
the prince.

good deal about monarchies that our 
fathers never dreamed of. 
Immigrants 
from England, Germany, Austria and 
the smaller kingdoms have never told 
us that the imprisoning and killing by 
their rulers drove them to these shores. 
And tens of thousands of Americans 
have visited Europe to see for them­ 
selves that people may be prosperous 
and happy under kingly rule. 
We are 
not afraid of kings, and there has 
grown up among us a class of ambi­ 
tious aud snobbish folks who would be 
glad to see the titles and the splendors 
of a court introduced here. 
Voices can 
readily be found to applaud the sug­ 
gestion of royalty seated in Washing­ 
ton. 
But we started wrong to arrive at 
monarchical government in an>’ legiti­ 
mate way. 
Monarchies the world over 
are coming down to our ideas of repre­ 
sentative government. 
The peoples of 
the old world envy us our pheuomenal 
prosperity and the unusual encourage­ 
ment for individual initiative and de­ 
velopment found here. 
They attribute 
these blessings to our free political in­ 
stitutions, and pretty much the whole 
.world over lias adopted some form of 
constitutional government. 
We have 
passed through all the storm and stress 
of a struggle for constitutional gov­ 
ernment and won. 
No one will say 
that the results are perfect, but where­ 
in we fall short there is no monarchy 
on earth to give us a model for im­ 
provement. 
In only one sense are we 
drifting toward a system associated 
with a monarch, and that is in central­ 
ization of power. 
But this has fol­ 
lowed naturally from the immensity 
of the territory which the federal pow­ 
er has to regulate. 
As it stands our system is, speaking 
broadly, a s near to perfection as any 
in the world. 
Under the best govern­ 
ments of Europe the mouarchs are 
merely hereditary presidents. 
What­ 
ever advantage there may be in that 
feature of a constitutional monarchy 
could be secured here by extending the 
term of the president so that a single 
administration 
would 
have time to 
formulate and execute distinctive poli­ 
cies. 
But our improvement must come 
from below, not from the top. 
A 
“ square deal” a t the White House 
cannot reach very far. 
The people 
must practice the square deal among 
themselves and not be satisfied with 
merely shouting when some one high­ 
er up declares for it.

Federal Tax on Inheritances 
Not Needed, 
z

O Americans of the last generation the inheritance tax was 
A FISCAL CURIOSITY, but today it is found in no 
fewer than thirty-four states and must be accepted as an ac­ 
complished fact of American finance. 
The present inheritance taxes employed by tho several states are 
levied clearly to raise revenue. 
But it is now proposed that we should introduce a federal inherit­ 
ance tax TO REDUCE SWOLLEN FORTUNES. 
The proposal 
assume that there is in the United States an UNDUE concentra­ 
tion of wealth and power in a few hands, and it cannot be denied that 
many thoughtful men have come to such a conclusion.

Mistletoe 
gathering 
in 
Oklahoma 
was recently at its height, and ev ery 
day big crates of the beautiful para­ 
site, with its waxy berries, were ship­ 
ped out for eastern points, especially 
from the Chickasaw nation, to form 
a prominent part of the Christmas dec­ 
oration in homes all ov er the country. 
It is generally conceded that Okla­ 
homa mistletoe is the finest to be 
found anywhere in the United States, 
and it is doubtful if there is any other 
locality where it is so abundant. 
It is largely on that account that 
mistletoe was chosen as the floral em­ 
blem of the territory of Oklahoma and 
will probably be regarded as the em ­ 
blem of the new state, sa ys a special 
dispatch from Guthrie, Okla., to the 
St. Louis Republic. 
It had to contest 
for the honor with the passion flower 
at the time it was chosen, and v arious 
other substitutes hav e been sug g est­ 
ed since that time. 
There was a se­ 
rious effort during Oklahoma’s con­ 
stitutional conv ention to make alfalfa 
the state flower, and now a mov ement 
has been started in fav or of the gold 
enrod. 
, 
The 
opponents 
of 
the 
proposed 
change point out the fact that Ala­ 
bama, Kentucky, Maryland, Missouri, 
Nebraska and Pennsylv ania hav e a l­ 
ready 
adopted 
the 
goldenrod 
and 
tha t it is also the national floral em­ 
blem. 
J ohn Goloble, editor of the 
Guthrie State Register, who led the 
fight for the original adoption of the 
mistletoe, is strongly opposed to the 
goldenrod idea and wants the present 
emblem retained. 
“ As far as the nativ ity of the golden­ 
rod in Oklahoma is concerned,” he 
said, “ it came here with civ ilization, as 
did the sunflower to Kansas. 
In fact, 
the sunflower is as nativ e here as in 
Kansas and, to the grief of farmers, 
is as numerous and prolific. 
Why not 
choose the sunflower, since we would 
a t least hav e to share its worship with 
only one state instead of half a dozen, 
with the United States thrown in? 
“ It is different with the mistletoe. 
The mistletoe does not grow ev ery­ 
where and cannot be made to grow 
wrhere it does not choose to grow. 
It 
is nativ e wherev er it grows. 
There 
are few' places in the United States, in 
fact, in the world, where the white 
berried kind grows. 
It is conceded by 
scientists that the Oklahoma mistletoe 
is of rare quality and the finest in the 
w’orld. 
“ The same argument used for the 
mistletoe as the floral emblem of Okla­ 
homa territory holds good for the state 
of Oklahoma. 
The matter was all 
thrashed out by the papers at that 
time. 
The opponents of the mistletoe 
put up the passion flower aga inst it. 
But it was clearly shown that an im­ 
ported flower with the sentimental a l­ 
legory attached that it sprang from a 
drop of blood from the pierced wound 
of Christ on Calv ary was not em­ 
blematic of any specific quality pos­ 
sessed 
by 
Oklahoma 
not possessed 
elsewhere. But the mistletoe possesses 
such specific qualities nativ e to Okla­ 
homa or it wouldn’t hav e been here 
before the white man was. 
“ Besides the mistletoe has the fur­ 
ther claim that it has not been adopted 
by any other states, and in spite of its 
parasite growth it has appealed to the 
heart of humanity with greater affec­ 
tion than any other purely ornamental 
flora that grows, not ev en the laurel, 
the garland of the poets, excepted. In 
addition to its Christmas cheer and its 
propitious influence on lov ers, its v ery 
high bred origin, objected to by its op­ 
ponents, can be turned into its fav or 
by a natural allegory not yet written. 
Why cannot its spiritual quality be de­ 
noted by the v ery fact ¿ hat, it docs not 
hav e to spring humbly from the lowly 
earth, but, like the soul of man, is 
breathed into the body by the spirit of 
the div ine. 
“ At any rate, like the soul, it is inde­ 
structible by the ordinary la ws of na­ 
ture. 
It is perennial, and the rigors of 
winter that, like the angel of death, 
lay all other flowers in their shroud of 
snow, and the winds that blow a chill 
requiem ov er their dead forms, are

Preserv ation ¿ of the old home of 
Francis Scott Key, author of the “ Star 
Spangled Banner,” is at last assured, 
writes a Washington correspondent of 
the New York Globe.

where Key liv ed is in historic George­ 
town, now a part of Washington, and 
while a substantially built structure, 
It is fa st falling into a sta te of dilapi­ 
dation. 
The Francis Scott Key Me­ 
morial association has decided to pur­ 
chase the property for $ 15,000 and to 
expend a liberal sum in restoring the 
building to the condition it wa s when 
occupied by the author of the national 
anthem. 
Charles Weisgerber, who preserv ed 
the home of Betsy Ross, the birthplace 
of the American flag, in Philadelphia, 
wdll soon go to Washington and take 
charge of the Key mansion. 
Mr. Weis­ 
gerber originated the plan to preserv e 
the Ross home and lias managed its 
finances since that time. He has agreed 
to assume control of the Key home, 
and it is thought the success of the 
mov ement for preserv ation of it is now' 
a certainty. 
After the house or “ mansion,” as it 
is generally called, has been restored 
the plan is to open it to the public. 
The association that has undertaken to 
preserv e the property has a distin­ 
guished membership, including such

RADIUM TO PHIL IPPINES. 


On e-th o u san d th o f a Gram Fo r 
Ex­ 
p erimen ts Costs $ 3,000. 
The bureau of insular affairs recent­ 
ly paid the largest price for the small­ 
est shipment ev er sent to the Philip­ 
pines, sa ys a Washington correspond­ 
ent of the New York Tribune. 
It has 
bought for $ 3,000 one-thousandth of a 
gram of radium, which is equal to 
.01543 of a grain, Troy weight. 
The 
purchase, which was made in New 
York, is for the bureau of science of 
the Philippines, w hich purposes to use 
the radium in a series of experiments 
it is about to conduct. 
The insular bureau is in something 
of a quandary as to how* it shall ship 
this precious mineral speck, but it Is 
assumed that the New York concern 
from which it is bought will manage to 
pack it in a sufficient number of wrap­ 
pers to giv e it at least tangible bulk. 
When the requisition reached the bu­ 
reau the acting chief calmly called for 
quotations on radium by the pound or 
ounce, but the New York purv eyors 
ev idently feared that the price on radi- j 
um in such quantities would cause 
mental and physical collapse In the bu­ 
reau and accordingly disregarded the 
specifications and quoted a price of 
$ 3,000 for the quantity abov e noted. 
Major McIntyre, it is stated on trust­ 
worthy authority, put on his strongest 
spectacles and then sent for a mag­ 
nifying g la ss merely to read the quota­ 
tion, after which he sent it by wire to 1 
Manila, but with little expectation that 
the offer would be accepted. 
Greatly 
to his surprise, howev er, he receiv ed 
a reply a few' hours later saying, in 
effect, that the bureau of science would 
like $ 3,000 worth, but would regard 
the price as too high if any extra 
charge wa s made for boxing or ship­ 
ping. 
Accordingly 
the radium 
w'ill 
soon be forwarded. 


IRISH POTATOES IN CHINA. 


American 
Co n su l Says

The Irish potato is now known to 
the people of the far east, according 
to Wilbur T. Gracey, United States

In a report to the state 
department Mr. Gracey sa ys that for 
years the foreign residents of Ielioufu, 
a purely nativ e city in the Interior of

Their efforts seem likely to be success­ 
ful, as Mr. Gracey learns that many 
of the Chinese farmers are now raising 
the v egetable.

It is rather curious and queer that in 
discussing the United States nav y the 
critics appear to forget that only three 
nav ies hav e decisiv e modern nav al his­ 
tory. 
These are the American, British 
and J apanese nav ies, sa ys Paul Thie- 
man in the New York American. 
The 
J apanese hav e whipped two adv ersa­ 
ries. 
One was China. 
And the Chi­ 
nese squadron really put up a stiffer 
fight in the battle of the Yalu than the 
Russians at Port Arthur or in the 
straits. 
Russia w'as notoriously ineffi­ 
cient a t sea. 
No nav y, except the brief, concen­ 
trated experience of the J apanese, has 
done any such amount of actual fight­ 
ing, since the Napoleonic period, as the 
Admiral I nav y 
tlie United States. 
Since the 
era of the battles of the Nile and 
Trafalgar the British nav y has used 
its guns in battle only spasmodically 
a ga inst foes of no consequence. 
But 
subsequent to their exploits on the 
then formidable north coast of Africa 
! and their Victorious sea duels with the 
British, American ships hav e cleared 
for action and used their batteries on 
many coasts. 
The v ariety and weight of the per­ 
formances of the United States nav y 
in the civ il war—its many battles with 
heav y shore fortifications—are unparal­ 
leled. 
And it is almost forgotten that 
the United States Asiatic squadron 
landed on the Korean coast in the-sev ­ 
enties and chastised the Koreans, both 
brilliantly and bloodily, for mistreat­ 
ment of shipwrecked American sailors. 
The Koreans left 700 dead in the forts 
stormed by our bluejackets and ma- j 
rine infantry. 
It is almost forgotten j 
that one little American warship fought 
and whipped J apan’s entire early nav y. 
Upon the banners of the United States 
marine corps are blazoned the names 
of desperate battles unknown to the 
av erage young American today. 
Since 
then came the masterful exploits of 
the Spanish w’ar. 
No nav y ev er per­ 
formed wdth such absolute and su­ 
preme mastery of the enemy as ours In 
that war. 
There was nev er anything 
like it. 
Pa st glory and success do not, of 
course, render innocuous any defects 
and mistakes In the construction and 
equipment of ships flying the flag to­ 
day. 
Still It may be suggested that 
there are certain v ictorious experi­ 
ences in our nav al past which cannot 
be Ignored—which it would be folly to 
neglect. 
The low freeboard of our battleships 
is bitterly criticised. It Is plain enough 
that shots passing ov er our low lying 
ships w'ould liit the high freeboard for­ 
eign type. 
It is plain, too, that fleet 
actions will hardly ev er take place in 
a heav y sea. 
A high freeboard fleet 
w'ould hav e the adv antage In a high 
sea, but under the usual conditions of 
fighting our low lying v essels would 
hav e the best of it, and w’e trust our 
commanders for that. 
The question of the height of the 
heav y armor belt abov e the load lino 
and Us depth below' not only has to do 
with gunfire, but with torpedo attack. 
Our direct ammunition sha ft has to 
do with the rapidity of firing. 
It is preposterous to assume that the j 
American fleet has not been designed 
with a reason for ev ery detail. 
Many 
of the forms ev olv ed were compro­ 
mises between the extreme v iews of 
nav igation, ordnance, engineer and con­ 
struction officers. 
But, howev er they
